«»»• What it uniouats to saying, 
though he himself does not put his 
point In quite so general a form, is 
lhai no general theory of any kind 
whatever, whether about determiu- 
J, sn J p* .nbout anything else — no 
single intense vision "—would or 
should persuade us never to adopt 
any of those attitudes of resent mem, 
forgiveness, indignation, etc, uboiit 
which he speaks. 

But the sheer generality of this 
conclusion deprives It of relevance 
to some of the moro pressing prob- 
■enis that arise today. As a iinlvcr- 
determinism Is not only 
tiifricujt ro formulate. It is even 
more difficult, if not impossible, to 
prove true.. The real threat to uadi- 
Hnnal concepts of moral obligation 
anti moral responsibility comes not

determinism with which Strawson 
nee la, but from the ere airing onset

In this respect the priper o.n ** Soc- 
ial Mdrality and ■ IridivldiiaHTdeal ” 
is somewhat similnr. Writing with 
lus usual elegtmcu and cltsii nction of 
style Strawson Is concerned to point 
up i lie contrast between the very var- 
ious ideals of lifo dim different indi- 
viduals sec before them selves, which 
may or may not vary from time to 
tune, and the socially sanctioned 
demands that are made on an individ- 
ual in virtue merely of his lucmbir- 
slnp, or function, in his social group. 

The former ure often expressed in 
maxims of the kind that we encoun- 
ter in tha writings of men like Pascal, 
Nietzsche, Shakespeare or Tulsioy. 
This region of tho ethical is the region 
where there are “ truths ", but no 
truth. Wo cannot systematize these 
truths ” into one coherent body of 
truth without destroying the essen- 
tial diversity of the ends they glorify. 

But the other morality is a frame- 
work of more universal application, 
it presents such notions as those of 
ronsrietirioiisiiess, duty and nbllgn- 
limi m n concrete unci renlisilc 
way, and a» diTjuiing not -fnmi 


on iiuniRii succour, suine oh Hum ion 
to abstain from riie Inflialon m pjiy- 
fllcul in jury, seem to be necessary 
feat ii res of almost any system of 
mornl demands. 

Sera whim stresses that these two 
very different aspects uf morality 
may easily clash. IVliat u man 
nek i low! edges or 1ml fork imwlcdpcs 
as obligation may Conflict nut mijy, 
crudely, with inturu.-t and, weakly, 
wiili inclination, but also with ideal 
aspiration, with tho vision Hint cap- 
luros Liu- ethical imagination. Straw- 
sou also hints, hardly surprisingly 

f joi'hnps, uthis own preference fur u 
iliernl suciety In which no single 
ideal endeiivoms to engross, and 
datannine tho character of, tho com- 
mon social mnraiity. But. the prob- 
lem ho dues not tackle nt all is iho 
problem that Is just ns acute today 
as when J. $. Mill prop mi tided Iris 
solution for it. What principles 
should guide a society In its treat* 
meat ot the conflicting aspirations 
of its individual citizens?, How can 
conflicts of imeiest be regulnted? 
How wide should tolerance extend ? 
Should government really be resit ic- 
tod, so far as possible, to satisfaction 
of the husk universal demands— with 
no subsidies for the arts, no protec- 
tion for historic buildings, no pro- 
grammes for re-afforestation, and su 
on ? Strawson’s kind uf philosophy 
is a potent fnreo nguinst the “single 
intense vision” which seeks r it im- 
posed uniformity. Rut fur those who 
lake opposition to any such vision 
far grained he has no guiding prin- 
ciple. to offer in relation in any of 
tho issues that lictually preoccupy 
them. 

This abstract ness, this disconnec- 
tion from the intellectual problems 
that exercise ills mm-pliilnsophicnl 
contemporaries, is iiguiii In evidenco 
In the short 1953 paper on ** Aesthetic 
Appraisal and Works of Art”. With 
some tentative ness Siniwsun thorn 
ndnpu a distinction previously 
drawn by Stuart Hampshire between 
moral judgments of action and criti- 
cal Judgments of art.

Although Riviere had been a per-

Worden’s The Rump Parliament, ir 
is evident that the Members, their 
affiliations and allegiances, and the 
activities of the Parliament have 
been subjected to close and fre- 
quent scrutiny. Among Important 
articles on the p.*i ilia me ill ary poli- 
tics of [lie 1640s, Valerie Pearl’s 
work deserves special men linn. 
Much of this interest may be 
traced back to the sum inn I works 
of J. H. Hexter, including Jiis article, 
“ The Problem of i he Presbyterian 
Independents " (1938; and Ilia Reign 
of King Pum (1941;. Bur the intel- 
lectual influence of historians as 
diverse and distinguished as Wal- 
lace Notesteiu, R. H. Taivnuy, Lewis 
Namier, J. E. Neule, Christopher 
Hill and Hugh Trevor-Roper may 
also be seen. 

One thing which may safely be 
said is that, whatever else these 
historians nmy differ over (who the 
Independents were, whether the 
gentry were rising or declining, 
etc), none of them has shown very 
warm feelings towards the republi- 
can regime of 1649-53. The Com- 
monwealth itself, as the constitu- 
tional frame work of the English 


Republic, received something of Its 
due front such gicut nineteenth- 
cem ujy historians as Guizot, Runfce 
and Gardiner. But the Rump House 
uf Coin mo us of [he Long Parlia- 
ment, i In* ruinnam which remained 
aher Colonel Pride’s Purge — which 
was ilie actual politicul embodiment 
of republican rule — bus been 
attacked by ahiin.si all hisi arums. 

Dr Worden bus nut exactly set 
mu to rehnbiliiute i lie Rump. lie 
dues, however, make iis existence, 
its activities and ils demist) much 
mure coiiiprchensibii) than they 
have ever been hefore. There is an 
inevitable overlap, especially in 
1648-49, with the work of Dr Under- 
down, to whom Dr Worden makes 
generous acknowledgment. Their 
views differ, however, mi how to 
classify and describe the various 
cau-gni ies of Members who did and 
did nut sit after the famous Purge 
nf December 6, 1618. 

The substance of this Is twofold : 
Dr Worden reduces the number nf 
those MPs classified as having 
been “ secluded ”, that is, kept out 
of the House at die Purge and after 
hut not imprisoned by the army. 
The question then arises why so 
many such men did not resume 
their seats at any time between 
then and 1GS3. The answer would 
soeiti to lie partly in genuine abhor- 
rence of the King’s trial and execu-

group disintegrated afterwards.
